In partial modification to this office order of even 
number dated 12th June, 2003 referred to at (2 ) above 
and in exercise of the powers vested in me under clause 
( e ) ( ii ) of Sub -Section ( 1) of Section 77A of the Maharashtra 
Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as in force in the State of Goa , 
I , P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co -operative Societies ; Goa 
hereby reconstitute the Committee of Administrators of 
the following persons to manage the affairs of the 
Secretariat Staff Co-op . Credit Society Ltd., Panaji, in 
place of Committee of Administrators appointed vide 
:orders referred to above :

Ltd., Ribandar, Tiswadi-Goa is registered under the 
provisions of Maharashtra Co-operative Societies

2. The functioning of the society is looked after by 

the provisional committee stated to be constituted 
in the first General Body Meeting held on 
21-7-1996 i.e. for about the period of 8 years which 
is totally illegal and in violation to the provisions 
of bye - law No. 95 of the society .

3. The first general body meeting of the society 

which was held on 21-7-1996 was not held as 
required under Rule 56 of the said Rules and 
bye-law No. 91 of the society . It is recorded that 
resolution in respect of constitution of the 
Managing Committee consisting of 5 members was 
passed . However, the said minutes are not signed

So also no Annual 
General Body Meetings of the society were found 
held during the year 1998-1999 and 1999-2000 
which amounts to violation of provisions of Section 
75 of the said Act. 


As also the 
occupants were stated to be directed to contribute 
in the maintaining charges @ Rs. 275 / - per month 
w.e.f. April , 1997 was not found recorded in the 
meetings of the General Body or Managing 
Committee.

4. From the audit report for the year 2000-01 and 

2001-02, it is observed that instead of electing five 
committee members, the society has stated to have 
elected only 3 managing committee members 
which is against the provisions of the bye - law 
No. 116 of the bye-law of the society and the 
election rules framed for the purpose . 


10. The statutory audit of the society was done by the 

certified auditor upto 31-3-2002 and there was 
failure on the part of the Management of the society 
to rectify the defects pointed out by the certified 
auditor in time and to streamline the functioning 
of the society , 


5. From the records of the society it is observed that 

the managing committee meetings of the society 
were not convened regularly as required under 
bye -law No. 128 of the bye - laws of the society since 
its inception which shows lack of interest on the 
part of the management to discharge the duties 

assigned to them as per the said Act, Rules and 
· bye- laws of the society . 


11. During the course of Enquiry , it is brought to the 

notice of the Enquiry Officer that the stilts & open 
terrace is sold out to particular occupants however 
as per clause No.4 of the agreemerit all the 
purchasers of the premises ( flats ) in the building 
are entitled for proportionate right of stilts & open 
terrace . 


6. The proposal for registration of the society was 

signed by 6 promoters , out of which 3 were 
corporate bodies and 3 were individuals who were 
holding all 15 residential flats in the complex , it is 
surprising as to how the complex /project of the 
society was converted in 27 residential premises 
occupied by 23 members as stated in the audit 
report of the society . 


In view of the above mentioned facts , a show cause 
notice dated 22nd May, 2003 referred to at 2 above was 
served to all the concerned members of the Managing 
Committee to show cause in writing within the 
stipulated period mentioned therein from the date of 
issue of the notice, as to why, the present Managing 
Committee should not be removed from the office and an 
Administrator or Committee of Administrators be 
appointed to manage the affairs of the society . All the 
members on the Managing Committee were also called 
upon to appear before the undersigned for personal 
hearing which was fixed on 9-6-2003 at 4.30 p.m. and 
subsequently adjourned to 8-7-2003 , with a view to give 
ample opportunity to the parties concerned of being 
heard of all the persons concerned . 


7. On verifying the membership records of the 

society, it is observed that out of 12 members 
recorded to be present for the General Body 
Meeting held on 22-12-2002 only Mr. Dilip B. 
Sardessai was the member of the society . So also 
only 3 individuals were the registered members of 
the society for the General Body Meeting held on 
19-1-2003 . Moreover, no records are available with 
the society to establish the membership of the 
individual other than the promoters of the society . 


Accordingly the Managing Committee has submitted 
their written replies. The Adv. For party No. 1 in its reply 
has clearly denied all the facts mentioned in the show 
cause notice . 


8. During the course of inquiry , it is observed by the 

inquiry officer that the applications for membership 
of the 14 occupants addressed to the Chief 
Promoter /Secretary of the society are on record . 
However, the same were not placed before any 
General Body Meeting or Managing Committee 
Meeting of the society for consideration as required 
under bye- law No. 67 of the society , yet the 
membership Register in fom " G " is maintained by 
the society which indicates all the names of the 
occupants including the above mentioned 14 
occupants and share certificates have also been 
issued to all the individual members . 


As regard Para No. 2 , the contention of the Advocate 
that the first Ge cal Meeting of the society was held on 
16-6-1996 to constitute the provisional committee and 
not on 21-7-1996 does not hold good as it is evident from 
the Audit Report for the period from beginning to 
31-3-1999 that first General Body Meeting of the society 
was held on 21-7-1996 in which provisional committee 
was constituted . Moreover, the office bearers constituted 
in the said meeting have signed the required statement 
of account for the said period and provided to the auditor 
who has finalized the Audit and release the Audit 
Report.

9. It is noted that the title of land admeasuring 

970.00 sq . mts. was transferred in favour of the 
society by a deed of transfer dated 6-10-1997 by the 
developer/builder. No resolution to that effect was 
passed in any meeting of the society nor the 
subject to that effect found to be discussed in the 


The contention of the Adv , that the 1st A.G.M. was 
held with the time limit complying with in the 
provisions of Rule 56 of the said Rules and bye- law 
No. 91 of the society stating that the society was 
registered on 17-4-1996 and the 1st A.G.M.was held on 
16-6-1996 does not hold good because as per the Audit 
Report from beginning to 31-3-99 the 1st General Body 
meeting was held on 21-7-1996 and not on 16-6-96 as 
contended . 
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The fact about non -holding of A.G.M. during the 
Co -op . year 98-99 & 99-2000 however have been admitted 
stating that the said meetings could not be held on 
account of unavailability of members . 


and also found negligent in the performance of duties 
imposed on it under the said Act , rules and bye -laws 
and committed the acts which are prejudicial and 
detrimental to the interest of the society , its members 
and creditors . 


As regard Para No. 4 the contention of Adv. that the 
society has elected a Managing Committee of 5 members 
in the meeting held on 11-6-2000 and not of 3 members 
also does not hold good. The Managing Committee of 
the society is normally to be elected by generalmembers 
either by show of hands in the A.G.M. or by holding 
election by secret ballot in accordance with the 
provisions of Election Rules, if any, framed by the society. 
It is observed from the copy of minutes of A.G.M. 
purported to be held on 11-6-2000 that only 3 members 
were present for the said meeting and as such these 3 
members have no locus standi to resolve to continue the 
existing managing committee till the election is held 
since as per bye - law No. 103 of the bye - laws of the 
society the quorum for General Meeting shall be 2/3 of 
total members or 20 whichever is less which does not 
appears to be fulfilled for passing such a resolution . 


I am , therefore , satisfied that there is no alternative 
but to remove the existing Managing Committee and 
appoint a Committee of Administrators to manage the 
affairs of the society in the interest of the society, its 
members and the creditors and also to hold the election 
afresh at the earliest, so that the management of the 
society is entrusted to the democratically elected 
Managing Committee for smooth functioning and to save 
the society from verge of collapse: I am therefore , 
inclined to pass the following order: 


ORDER 


In exercise of the powers vested in me under sub 
-section ( 1 ) of Section 78 of the Maharashtra Co -op . 
Societies Act , 1960 as in force the State of Goa read with 
sub -rule (1 ) of Rule 61 of the Co -operative Societies Rules , 
1962 , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co- op . Societies, Govt. of 
Goa , Panaji, hereby supersede the existing Managing 
Committee of the Ribandar Residency Co -op . Housing 
Society Ltd., Ribandar. 


So also the facts as regards holding of monthly 
meetings , admission of flat owners of the building in the 
adjacent property, non members attending the General 
body meeting, allotment of stilts and open terrace to 
particular members etc. have been denied by the Adv. 
for the party No. 1 while furnishing the reply to the 
notice .

As regard para 9, the same has been admitted stating 
that no resolution of transfer was required in any 
meeting of the society as the very object of the society 
as per bye - law No. 5 is to obtain a conveyance of right , 
title and interest in the land and building in the name 
of the society for legal ownership . 


Further, in exercise of the powers vested in me under 
sub -clause (ii ) of Clause 1 of Section 78 of the Act read 
with clause (b ) Sub -Rule ( 1) of Rule 61 of the said Rules 
hereby appoint Adv . S. A. Samant,. Panaji as an 
Administrator to manage the affairs and update the 
records of the society in place of existing Managing 
Committee so removed with immediate effect for a period 
of 6 months from the date of taking over the charge of 
the society by the Administrator. The Administrators 
shall take necessary steps to hold the election of the 
Managing Committee of the Ribandar Residency Co -op . 
Housing Society Ltd., Ribandar at the earliest possible . 


However, it has been concluded stating that on 
account of non co -operation from some members , the 
society found it difficult to function and as such prayed 
that an Administrator / Committee of Administrators 
from this office be appointed to manage the affairs of 
the society .

2. As per the provisions of bye-law No.5-5 of the 

bye- laws of society, it is obligatory on the part of 
themanagement to convene at least one Managing 
Committee Meeting per month . However, it is 
observed that the society has convened only 10 
M.C. Meetings during the Co -op . year 2000-2001, 
out of which the proceedings of the Managing 
Committee Meetings held on 14-8-2000 , 28-11-2000 
and 28-12-2000 , have not been found written . It is 
also noted that the proceedings of the M. C.Ms. are 
reported to have not been signed by the 
chairperson of the meetings . Further, it is also 
observed that the proceedings of the Managing 
Committee Meetings held on 30-4-2001, 28-5-2001, 
29-5-2001 , 5-8-2001, 14-8-2001, 10-10-2001, 30-10 
2001 and 30-12-2001 are reported to have not been 
found recorded in the proceedings book and for 
the period from January, 2002 to August, 2002 no 
M.C.M. are held . As per bye -law No. 5-11 (7 ), it was 
the duty of the M.C. to verify and ascertain that all 
the books of the society are written by the Secretary 
regularly, which they have failed to do so . Thus , it 
is evident that the Management has failed to 
convene the M.C. Meeting and also failed to 
perform their duties imposed on it under the 
provisions of the said Act, Rules , and bye -laws of 
the society .

Rules. The Management has also failed to prepare 
rectification report on the audit observations made 
in the Audit Report for year 2000-2001 and obtain 
approval of the General Body . :

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4. It was expected on the part of the Managing 

Committee to perform their duties and exercise 
their powers as enshrined in the bye -law of the 
society , taking into account the provisions 
contained in the said Act and Rules . But the 
management has failed to perform the same due to 
which the society has suffered losses to the extent 
of Rs. 41,028 = 60 on account of misuse / 
/misutilisation of fund of the society. It is also found 
that no action is initiated by the management of 
the society for the recovery of the said amount: 


provisions of bye-laws of the society and so also failed 
to record the proceedings of the certain meetings in the 
Minute book : However, the M.C. has shifted the 
responsibility for the said irregularities on the Secretary 
stating that the Ex -Secretary has failed to call out the 
M.C. Meeting on account of his old age and inactive 
participation in day to day functioning of the society. 
The Secretary being a paid employee , it was the duty 
and responsibility of the Chairman along with the M.C. 
to keep a check and control over the performance of the 
paid employee for smooth functioning of the society 
which they have failed to do and as such their reply in 
this regard is not found to be convincing. 


As regard point No. 3 of the Show Cause Notice , it is 
stated that due to oversight the Management failed to 
convene the Annual General Body Meeting for the year 
2001-2002 and also to prepare the Annual Statement of 
Account for the year in question . However, the M. C. has 
submitted that the said irregularities will be complied 
with . The reply furnished by the M.C. in this regard is 
not found satisfactory and cannot be accepted . 


5. The Managing Committee has failed to perform 

their duties and responsibilities satisfactorily as 
per the provisions laid down under bye-laws 
No. 5-11( 7), (8 ); (9 ), ( 10 ), ( 15 ) and ( 19 ). It has also 
been observed that the management had not 
submitted the audit rectification report thereby 
violated the provisions contained in Section 82 of 
the said Act and Rule 58 of the said Rules under 
which it was obligatory on the part of the 
management to submit the Annual Statements of 
accounts including balance sheet within 45 days 
from the close of every Co- operative Year. However, 
inspite of several circulars, the management has 
failed to submit the same. Similarly , the cash book 
should have been written as and when the 
transactions take place , but the cash book of the 
society is reported to have been written up to 
31-3-2001. It was the duty of the management to 
look after the day today affairs of the society and 
get completed all the books of accounts of the 
society from time to time from the Secretary, which 
they have failed to do so , thus violated the 
provisions of Act, Rules and Bye-laws of the society . 


As regard loss caused to the society to an extent. of 
Rs. 41,028 = 60 on account of misutilisation of funds of 
the society it is stated that these cases pertain to past 
many years and present position is not known . However, 
the Management has assured that it will take fresh 
review of the situation and make efforts for recovery of 
the same, as far as possible from the concerned within 
a period of 3 months. However, the M.C : has failed to 
initiate any action for recovery of the amount involved . 


The Goa State Co - op . Milk Producers Union Ltd., 
Ponda, vide letter No. GMU : RCS : DCS: 27 dated 14th 
April , 2003 has informed that the Milk Union have no 
objection to take necessary action in the matter so that 
the functioning of this DCS is improved . 


In view of the above mentioned facts a show cause 
notice dated 30th January, 2003 referred to at 1 above 
was served to all the concerned members of the 
Managing Committee to show cause in writing within 
the stipulated period mentioned therein from the date of 
issue of the notice, as to why, the present Managing 
Committee should not be removed from the office and an 
Administrator or Committee of Administrators be 
appointed to manage the affairs of the society . All the 
members on the Managing Committee were also called 
upon vide notice dated 25-2-2003 referred to at 3 above 
to appear before the undersigned for personal hearing 
which was fixed on 5-3-2003 at 11.00 a.m. and 
subsequently adjourned to 14-3-2003, with a view to 
give ample opportunity to the parties concerned ofbeing 
heard of all the persons concerned . 


Taking into consideration the letter dated 14th April , 
2003 received from the Acting Managing Director, the 
Goa State Co- op . Milk Producers Union , Ponda & the 
written replies filed before me and arguments made by 
the parties , I come to the conclusion that the Managing 
Committee of the society is not functioning as per the 
provisions of the Act, Rules and Bye -laws of the society 
and also found negligent in the performance of duties 
imposed on it under the said Act; rules and bye -laws 
and committed the acts which are prejudicial and 
detrimental to the interest of the society, its members 
and creditors . 


Accordingly , the Managing Committee has submitted 
their joint written reply , which is not found to be 
satisfactory and convincing . The submission of the 
Managing Committee in brief is as follows: 


I am , therefore , satisfied that there is no alternative 
but to remove the existing Managing Committee and 
appoint a Committee of Administrators to manage the 
affairs of the society in the interest of the society , its 
members and the creditors and also to hold the election 
afresh at the earliest, so that the management of the 
society is entrusted to the democratically elected 
Managing Committee for smooth functioning and to save 
the society from verge of collapse , I am therefore , 
inclined to pass the following order: 


As regard point No. 2 of the Show Cause Notice, the 
Managing Committee has admitted the fact that the 
M.C. Meetings were not held in accordance with the
